Democratic City Committee in Bt. 
Louis in throwing their support to 
Jacobs. It has had a marked ef- 
fect in the country, where a good 
many bandwagon politicians were 
supporting Nelson on the theory 
that he would win through the 
boss support of Tom Pendergast 
in Kansas City. 

These politicians believed

Nelson has lost some support 
among the farmers because of the 
publication in a North Missouri 
farm paper of an editorial oppos- 
ing Nelson's candidacy en the 
ground that before he became a 
eandidate for*the governorship he 
had not participated in movements 
designed to benefit the farmer. 

It is recognized that both Moore 
and Priest will receive large votes, 
Priest in St. Louis and in the eight 
or 10 so-called German counties, 
where the anti-prohibition senti- 
ment is very strong, and Moore 
over the entire State and particu- 


larly in Northeast and Southeast 
Missouri. 


Delay Hurts Lloyd. 

Lloyd has suffereg in his candi- 
dacy in many counties by delay in 
getting his campaign started. Gen- 
erally speaking Baker has the sup- 
port of the Hyde administration 
with the hundreds of State em- 
ployes, one or more of them in 
every county. Lioyd has the sup- 
port of the anti-Hyde faction. This, 
of course, is only a general char- 
acterization of the class of support 
each has. There are some State 
employes supporting Lloyd and 
there are sOme anti-Hyde Repub- 
licans supporting Baker. 

Walter S. Diekey of Kansas City 
is looked upon as the head of the 
anti-Hyde element. Politicians all 
over the state waited for the word 
from Dickey as to what they should 
do. It was slow in coming and for 
weeks after the Baker organization 
was in full swing the other element 
was inactive. It has been busy for 
the past three weeks, however, and 
while it has done everything possi- 
bie for Lioyd it has found that 
there are Baker alignments which 
they could have prevented but 
which they cannot break. 

In Jasper County, which casts a 
large Republican vote, most of the 
old organization. including Lon 
Ashcraft of Carthage, and T. J. 
Franks, Jack Ammerman, Arthur

publican County Committee, is sup- 
porting Lloyd. Baker's main sup- 
port is Mercer Arnold of Joplin. 
Victor FE. Miller, the third candi- 
date for this nomination, has strong 
support, which includes Arch Mc- 
Donald and Wallace Porter of Jop- 
lin and W. 8. Crane of Carthage. 

Miller was born and reared in 
Jasper County and he may carry 
the county in the primary. The 
opinion even among some of 
Lioyd’s friends there is that Lioyd, 
notwithstanding his strong organi- 
gation backing, will hardly run 
better than third in the coynty. It 
is the opinion obtained from Jead- 
ing supporters of all three candi- 
dates that Jasper will go either to 
Baker or Miller. Some give it to 
one and some to the other and 
some say there is no means of 

nowing who will win the county. 

Nelson in the Lead. 

Nelson still has the better of the 
contest in Jasper County for the 
Democratic nomination, although 
Jacobs has made substantial gains 
and is counted the real contender 
against Nelson with an outside 
pessibility of carrying. the county.

HEAD OF ST. LOUIS 
UNIVERSITY RESIGNS 


Father Robison Retires Because 
of Health—Rev. Ciotd Is 
Acting President. 


The Rev. Willlam F. Robison, 
who has been president of St. Louls 
University since Jan. 1, 1920, has 
resigned the office. The Rev. 
Charles H. Cloud, for a number of 
years Regent of the Schools of 
Medicine and Dentistry, has been 
appointed acting president. He as- 
sumed his new duties yesterday. 

Father Robison is at present in 
Colorado Springs, he having spent 
a large portion of his time in that 
State since he suffered a break- 
down three years ago. Once be- 
fore Father Robison resigned as 
president of the university, but was 
prevailed upon by the authorities 
to reconsider. At the close of the 
scholastic term this.year he left 
for Caqlorado Springs, and in the 
past week made a three-day visit 
to St. Louis to resubmit his resig- 
nation and to convince his associ- 
ates at the university of his firm 
determination to relinquish the re- 
sponsibilities of the office. While 
Father Robison’s health is better 
than it has been for some time, he 
probably will remain in Colorado 
indefinitely. 

The Rev. Father Cloud is a na- 
tive of Cincinnati, and received his 
early education at St. Xavier’s Col- 
lege, having been graduated in the 
class of 1897 with the degree ¢f 
Bachelor of Arts. That same year 
he joined the Society of Jesus, and 
on September 5, entered the noviti- 
ate at Florissant. He afterwards 
took his philosophical and theolog- 
ical studies at St. Louis University 
and was ordained to the priesthood 
in 1914. Since that time Father 
Cloud had been connected with the 
university as professor of philos- 
ophy, Regent of the Medical and 
Dental Schools, and for the past 
three months also Acting Regent 
of the School of Law.

Priest tvldad 
an audience at Forest Park High- 
lands yesterday afternoon, in sup- 
port of his candidacy for the Dem- 
ocratic nomination for the gover- 
norship. 

“We have glided along under the 
impulse of patriotism given by the 
fathers,” said Priest, “feeling that 
somehow it would go on forever. 
But the price of liberty is eternal 
vigilance. And the function of 
government is to safeguard the in- 
herent rights of the people. Un- 
less you put in the important 
places of government men who will 
preserve your liberty, you are en- 
dangering it. 

“If I am elected Governor I will 
protest to the Federal Government 
against the iniquitous Volstead 
act. I will demand repeal of pro- 
hibition. I will resent officially 
the invasion of the homes of my 
people by hirelings of a bureau- 
cracy in Washington controlled by 
the Anti-Saloon League. I will 
insist that the State Legislature 
repeal the infamous State prohibi- 
tion law which was enacted under 
the lash, whip and fury of Brother 
Shupp.” 

Priest’s Home-Town Turnout. 

Priest had ecome home after 
meetings in Kansas City and 8t. 
Joseph to finish his campaign with 
12 meetings in St. Louis. 

Between - 400 and 6500 persons 
attended the gathering yesterday, 
there being as many women as 
men in the crowd. It was just 
about such a turnout as greeted 
George H. Moore of 8t. Louis, an- 
other candidate for the Democratic 
nomination for the governorship, 
at the Highlands about a week 
ago. 

Priest again exhorted Missour- 
lans to awaken to action against 
encroachment of the Federal Gov- 
ernment upon the rights of States 
and local communities. With un- 
diminshed vigor he attacked again 
the Ku Klux Klan as the device of 
“get rich quick operators,”” who 
have “misled, deceived and be-

Nelson the Farmer. 

Nelson was called the candidate 
of the Ku Klux Klan and of the 
Anti-Saloon Leagué, “twin heresies 
which know no law but their own 
fanatical wills.” Priest ridiculed 
Nelson’s followers for their pre- 
sumption that their candidate is a 
“dirt farmer.” 

“Nelson farms in the country and 
plays politics in the ety,” said 
Priest. “And when he essays to 
take the folls with city politicians 
who do you think will come off 
best? He knows they support him 
because they hope to receive at his 
weak hands political favors.

Shepard Case Cited. 

This opinion refers to the case 
o¢ Hand vs. City of St. Louis, years 
ago, which is cited by some of those 
upholding the city’s future title to 
the Broadway location in support 
of their position. Elijah Shepard 
gave the city land on Broadway 
near Miami street for a public mar- 
ket, but after about 10 years a fire 
engine house replaced the’ market. 
The suit was brought by heirs of 
Shepard to recover the land on the 
contention that title reverted by the 
change of use. The courts held 
pthat the city did not lose its title. 
The Rassieur & Goodwin opinion 
maintains that this case does not 
apply to the present controversy 
because Shepard had not laid down 
specific conditions, but only created 
a trust.

House. “It is not a mobilization, 
and the people who first attached 
to it the term ‘mobilization day’ 
and then proceeded to condemn it, 
have been utterly unfair.” 

The announcement of the Gov- 
ernment’s plans for the day last 
April was followed by protests 
from antiwar organizations, which 
declared the move was a military 
gesture. These deciarations were 
denied by the War Department, 
but the criticism continued, with 
the National Council for Preven- 
tion of War taking a leading and 
strong stand against the proposal.

A FARMER GOES TO WALL STREET. 

An Oklahoma farmer dropped into Wall street one 
morning last summer and borrowed $50,000,000. His 
name is Carl Williams. Collier's Weekly tells the 
story. St. Louis is interested in this financial feat, 
not only sportively, but economically. 

It was not as a farmer that Mr: Williams went into 
| Wall street. As a matter of fact, Mr. Williams, strict- 
ly speaking, is not a farmer: And though he is 
editor of a farm paper, the Oklahoma Farmer-Stock- 
man. the term, trade-journalist, does not profes 
sionally define him. By profession Mr. , Williams 
might be called the friend of the farmer—a real, en- 
ergetic, capable friend. As such he deals with banks, 
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not in bunk. 

Since his paper circulates in the South, Mr. Will-| 
4ams’ subscribers are mostly cotton growers. With | 
the grim economic facts of cotton production—the | 
Mesh-and-blood history of it—the country at large | 
bas not been acquainted.

When laws are not sacred 
and are not generally obeyed, it is not the fault of 
the people but of the law-makers who go beyond 
the proper province. of law to enact obnoxious regu- 
lations of personal conduct or legitimate business 
activities.

law not in accord with public opinion is not a law or 
that laws that are numerously violated are not laws, 
meaning thereby that when a government attempts 
to regulate the conduct of the people against the 
will of a great number its efforts are necessarily 


fruitiess, because the great number refuse to 
obey such regulative laws and the govern- 
ment hasn't the power to enforce them: If it 


had the power it could not exercise it with im- 
punity. The people are the final arbiters of laws. 
The whole purpose of law in a free popular gov- 
ernment is to protect the rights and liberties of the 
people, not to oppress. There is no question of 
obedience to and enforcement of laws protecting the 
people from crimes of violence or fraud, from murder, 
robbery or imposition, from injury to person or 
property. The only question concerns the best method 
of enforcing these laws. All people, except criminals. 
obey them and want them enforced. Honest Judges 
and juries enforce them with the full apprgval of the 
public. Itis only when laws go beyond the legitimate 
sphere of protection from wrong and attempt to reg- 
ulate the conscience and judgment of men as to 
matters that concern them alone that laws become 
tyrannical and cannot be enforced, and thus lead to 
disrespect for law and hostility to government. 
Federal prohibition which invades the rights of the 
states and assaults individual rights and liberties is 
the most glaring instance of a sumptuary law which 
camnot be enforced but fosters general lawlessness. 
it is only one of many which are either enacted er 
proposed. The statutes are cluttered with such laws. 
The Sunday blue laws which Gov. Folk started to en- 
force in Missouri, but drew back appalled when he 
realized what their enforcement meant, are illustra- 


The enforcement of the blue laws was tried recently 
in New Jersey with the arrest of about 3000 reputable 
citizens as the sole result. The enforcement of all 
laws attempting to regulate private conscience and 
personal conduct, harmiess as to others, would fil) 
the open fields with prisoners and hopelessly clog 
the courts. 

The cleaning up of the statute books is more needed 
If the people would 
concern themselves more with the character of the 
laws enacted and would send to legislatures only 
capable and honest men who would repeal the bad 
and enact good laws they would not be so troubled 
about disrespect for law and the enforcement of law.

“Ex- 
cept for these, there are only gcat- 
tered cases of Protestant services 
held ‘in any other language than 
English This reflects the relative- 
ly small proportions of the prob- 
lem of the foreigner and the stil] 
smaller provision of the Protestant 
forces for meeting it religiously. 

“All told, the typical St. Louls 
church is not larger, and apparent- 
ly not better in the quality of its 
leadership, the type of its organ- 
ization, or its facilities, than the 
best churches of the Village or ru- 
ral county seat, say of 3000 popu- 
lation, while it is distinctly below 
many of the best churches of the 
typical small city. 

“It would seem natural that the 
institutions of a great city would 
show metropolitan quality in size 
and characteristics. This is not 
true of St. Louis churches. The 
typical public school of the city is 
infinitely better than that of the 
small town. The churches, on the 
other hand, seem to have trans- 
planted rural limitations rather 
than to have achieved typical ur- 
ban expression. The typical church 
of St. Louis is a small church’ of 
the family, type, carrying out es- 
sentially a traditional expression 
of religious life with a limited pro- 
gram of service. Three-fifths of 
the Protestant organizations in the 
city appear to merit the label, ‘tra- 
ditional family church.’ ”’ 

Catholic Church ' Successful. 


While the survey is made from a 
Protestant viewpoint, and for the 
information of Protestants, refer- 
ences to the Catholic church are 
frequent, and are frankly express- 
ive of admiration in some respects 
The Rev. Mr. Douglas writes: 

“The Roman Catholic Church in 
St. Louis hag been notably success- 
ful. Its standing cannot be ex- 
plained by the dominance of those 
elements of population from which 
elsewhere it has usually drawn its 
numerical strength. While it has 
received large accessions by immi- 
gration at different stages of the 
city’s growth, notably from the 
Irish, Slavic and Southern Euro- 
pean immigrants, the total influ- 
ence of these people is.much less 
in St. Louls than in most of the 
other cities between 600,000 and 
1,000,000 population. The _ chief 
foreign stream, namely, the Ger- 
man, was somewhat more Protes- 
tant than Catholic. 


“The Catholic strength in St. 
Louis, therefore, must be due to 
other causes; perhaps to the early 
prestige of the Catholic church, 
dating back to the French origins 
of the city: perhaps to the fact 
that there has been less leakage 
in the Catholic constituency than is 
the case where it is more depend- 
ent on the foreign-born; perhaps 
to the two-fold division of Protes- 
tantism in St. Louis, where section- 
al distinctions have been added to 
the usual sectarian ones. In the 
working out of two parallel re- 
ligious movements, the Catholic 
movement seems to have succeeded 
better than the Protestant in build- 
ing itself up with the available 
material.

Question of Future. 


Statistical studies of chuch gains 
and losses, of Sunday school 
strength, of benevolences and of 
the extent to which large districts 
have been left to certain minor 
unorganized sects which he terms 
“the wild religions,” lead to the 
author's conclusion, thus expressed: 

“St. Louis churches as a body 
are keeping just a little ahead of 
the forces of dissolution and fail- 
ure. The question of the future is 
frankly that. of hanging together 
or hanging separately. Chaos, 
which the mind a little while ago 
refused to regard seriously, is now 
recognized as quite possible. It 
exists in much of the world today. 
Failure of empires or aeons is un- 
derstood to be a commonplace of 
the universe. Institutionalized re- 
ligion in a great city might become 
a wandering star plunging into the 
darkness. It is entirely 
that the whole colossal fabric of 
the St. Louis church may be worth 
less than its carrying charges to- 
morrow. 

“Only by a succession of vigor- 
ous steps is there any assurance 
that the second million of St. Louis 
people will be better served than 
the first million, or that the church 
and city of tomorrow will be more 
worthy than those of today.”

of wild ravines, sequestered glens, 
and sylvan dells. To the lover of 
nature it is indeed an enchanted 


country, a terrestrial paradise. 
Home of Indian “Five Nations.” 


As “the chosen spot,” this beau- 
tiful region was held by the strong- 
est of the aboriginal tribes, who 
here developed the highest type o 
Indina civilization known in North 
America. Long before the white 
man came the Iroquois had cleared 
the land, put it under cultivation, 
and erected houses in which to live. 
They developed a representative 
form of government, each of the 
Six Nations sending representatives 
to the Great Council of the Confed- 
eracy. Fifty hereditary sachem- 
ships were created, equal in rank, 
with joint and coextensive jurisdic- 
tion. 

The sachems ruled their respec- 
tive tribes, and together formed an

$800,000 More in Work on 
North Missouri Primary 
Route to Be Let in July 
and August. 


By B. H. PIEPMEIER, 


Chief Engineer of the Missourt 
State Highway Department. 

JEFFERSON CITY, July 26.— 
Considerable progress has been 
made by the State Highway De- 
partment on Primary Route No. 8, 
which crosses North Missouri be- 
tween St. Joseph and Hannibal, and 
the department now has approxi- 
mately $1,500,000 in work on this 
route under contract. This route 
also is known as the Pike's Peak 
Ocean-to-Ocean Highway. 

During July and August the De- 
partment will place under contract 
approximately $800,000 more for 
this year’s construction. By the 
close of this season it is hoped that 
a large portion of the route will be 
graded ready for surfacing. Aa 
many of the bad sections soon wih 
be graded and the streams bridged. 
the road can be paved very rapidly 
if sufficient funds are made avall- 
able. The only thing that will de- 
lay completion of this entire road 
across the State is lack of funds.

The $60,000,000 of bonds will not 
provide sufficient money for the de- 
partment to hard-surface this road- 
entirely across the State. A favor- 
able vote oh “Proposition No. 5, 
which is to be voted upon at the

WASHINGTON.—Radlo offers

S. Cumming of the public health 
service. Gen. Cumming believes 
that results of inestimable value 
already have been obtained from 
the dissemination of health lec- 
tures through the ether. 

Broadcasting of health informa- 


tion was first 
public health service in July, 1921, 
when Gen. Cumming delivered 
what is believed to be the first 
health message ever sent over ra- 
dio-telephony. On Aug. 16, of the 
same” year, Gen. Cumming author- 
ized Assistant Surgeon-General C. 
Cc. Pierce, Dr. Charles Boldman 
and Louis J. Heath to confer with 
representatives from the office of 
the Director of Communications of 
the Navy Department regarding 
public health service broadcasts. 

As a result of these conferences, 
arrangements were made whereby 
the Director of Communications of 
the Navy Department assigned to 
the public health service two 15- 
minute periods each week for the 
transmission of popular lectures on 
health topics. Following this ar- 
rangement, on Dec. 31, 1921, the 
“health-by-radio” service was for- 
mally inaugurated. 

“The unique character of this 
radio service, the first of its kind,” 
says Gen. Cumming, “created such 
widespread interest that during the 
following six months six commer- 
cial broadcasting stations located 
in different parts of the United 
States and Canada applied for the 
privilege of using these lectures. 
The number has steadily increased 
until at present there are 47 co- 
operative stations in all, and it is 
anticipated that others will be add- 
ed in the near future. 

“On March 25, 1922, arrange- 
ments were concluded with the for- 
eign language information service 
whereby that service was furnished 
with copies of these radio lectures 
for translation and use in the for-

Obvi- 
ously, if amplification can _ be calcu- 
lated in advance, it will result in 
clearer signals ag too much ampli- 
fication is just as bad as not 
enough, since distortion results. 

Hitherto, while it was well un- 
derstood how to amplify radio sig- 
nals by regeneration in electron 
tube circuit is, there was very little 
data on the amplification produced 
by this rnethod of regeneration. 

The Bureau’s Announcement. 

“The amplification of received 
radio signals by regeneration in 
electron tube circuits is well 
known,” said the Bureau of Stand- 
ards in announcing the discovery. 
“One method of regeneration is the 
feeding back of alternating current 
power by means of inductively cou- 
pled coils in the two circults, from 
the plate circuit to the tuned’ cir- 
cuit connected to-the grid of the 
electron tube. 

“This method has been used ex- 
tensively in modern radio receiving 
is‘ known as the ‘tickler’ 
method of regeneration. However, 
very little quantitative data have 
been available on the amplification 
produced by this method of regen- 
eration. 

“By means of a simple alternat- 
ing current theory an equation has 
been derived from which the am- 
plification produced by inductive 
feedback can be calculated. This 
equation shows that regeneration 
can be considered as producing a 
reduction in the resistance of the 
tuned circuit and so increasing the 
current. The equation derived was 
completely verified by experiment.”

PLANS FOR NATIONAL 
CONFERENCE IN FAL 


Questions of Interest to Whole 
Radio Family Will Be Dis- 
cussed at Washington. 


Improved national broadcasting, 
interference other than radio, and 
significant calls for long-range 
amateur stations, are three of the 


important questions which will 
probably come up for discussion at 
Secretary Hoover’s Third National 
Radio Conference to be held ia 
Washington soon after Sept. 15. 

Officials of the Department of 
Commerce are now in correspond- 
ence with their field representa- 
tives, planning a program of suffi- 
cient scope to cover all problems 
of radio administration as it af- 
fects commercial, private and ama- 
teur radio activities. Each,of the 
nine radio supervisors, it is under- 
stood, has been asked to submit 
his views on certain questions and 
to suggest subjects for considera- 
tion during the conference, which 
probably wil continue for at least 
three or four days. The radio su- 
pervisors are taking up specified 
questions with local radio interests 
in an effort to secure their views 
before the sessions convene in 
Washington. Both the department 
and the Government's Radio Ad- 
visory Committee are understood to 
have taken up pertinent problems 
with the broadcasting, manufactur- 
ing, commercial and amateur or- 
ganizations, reports from which are 
now coming in. 

Disturbance Problems. 

One of the subjects to be dis- 
cussed, which has hitherto been 
left to the electrfcal industry, is 
whether or not the Government 
should interest itself in interfer- 
ence other than radio proper; that 
is, electrical power and and light 
interference and disturbances in 
the ether emanating from electrical | 
apparatus. Electrical power and 
light companies.have been making 
a study of these problems them- 
selves. To date no report has been 
made to the Government, so the 
question of whether the depart- 
ment should concern itself with 
such interference is to be consid- 
ered. 

In the interest of the interna- 
tional activities of our amateurs 
and the pride of their transmissions 
to foreign countries, the Govern- 
ment plans to open the question of 
how identifying call letters may be 
assigned, this growing activity, 
without interfering with interna- 
tional regulations. Until recently 
amateurs never came into world- 
wide prominence and their call let- 
ters prefaced by a numeral, desig- 
nating their national district, were 
considered sufficient for identifica- 
tion. 

But now that their messages car- 
ry to Europe as well as to Canada 
and Mexico and.-other neighboring 
countries, it is apparent that 6-KW 
is no longer an identification for 
the Cuban station; J. H. Hadley of 
San Francisco also uses 6-KW. 
Canada uses numerical calls for its 
amateurs, and so does Mexico. The 
London Amateur station. 2-LO. is 
well known over here, and yet we 
have a station 2-LO owned and op- 
erated by Nelson Duncan of High- 
land Park, N. J. 

These are only two instances; 
there are hundreds of duplicate 
amateur calls throughout the coun- 
tries actively engaged in radio com- 
munication. Amateurs will also 
come in for special consideration in 
the proposed reallocation of wave 
leneths, and co-operation in the or- 
ganization of a national emergency

INTERESTING RADIO ITEMS 
IN THE NEWS OF THE WORLD 


Radio is exciting a mild inter- 
est in Haiti, according to a report 
to the Department of Commerce. 
There are from 15 to 20 sets in 
Haiti, and they easily pick up New 
York, Pittsburg and California. 

A new air route has been inaugu- 
rated between Leopoldville and 
Elizabethville in the Belgian Con- 
go. The planes are equipped with 
radio sets. 

The Danes are beginning to use 
wireless direction stations. One 
such station has already been erect- 
ed at Gilleleje and if it proves suc- 
cessful others will soon be erected. 

The Germans have just conclud- 
ed their first radio exhibition at 
Hamburg. More than 100 German 
firms were represented at the ex- 
hibition, which took up 2000 square 
meters of floor space. The prices 
of the sets, which covered all va- 
rieties of receivers from the most 
elaborate and expensive to the 
simplest and cheapest, ranged from 
$10 to $300. Around 15,000 people 
attended the exhibition. 

Another warning has been issued 
in Poland calling attention to the 
fact that installation of receiving 
or transmitting radio sets is forbid- 
den by the Government.

A. 1. The best method of testing 
an audio frequency transformer is 
to connect it in an amplifier cir- 
cuit ang note how it functions. If 
nothing is heard in the phones and 
it is certain that the rest of the cir- 


cult is all right it is probable that 
the wire in either the primary or 
secondary of the transformer is 
broken. To determine this, connect 
first the primary and then the sec- 
ondary in series with a pair of 
phones and a dry cell. If no click 
is heard in the phones when they 
are connected and disconnected 
from the battery theré is a broken 
wire in the portion of the trans- 
former being tested. 

2. UV and C tubes are all made 
by the same company. A C-300 and 
UV-200 are exactly the same, as are 
the C-301-A and UV-201-A. 


Q. 1. Will one stage of audio 
frequency amplification followed by 
a push-pull amplifier give enough 
volume to operate a Magnavox R-3 
loud speaker. ' * 

2. Should the transformer in the 
first stage have a ratio of six to 
one or three and one-half to one?

PHONOGRAPHIC METHODS USED 
TO TRAIN RADIO OPERATORS 


Students Thus Make Better Prog- 
ress, Say the Officers at Army 
School. 


CAMP ALFRED VAIL, N. J.— 
Radio instructors and experts at 
the Army Signal School here are 
elated over a unique method of in- 
structing embryo radio operators 
by means of phonographic records 
in sending and receiving code.

HEN Charles Dickens went 
W avout advising his cilents to 
see “Sweeney Todd” at all 
costs, one rather suspects that hu- 
morous gentleman of pulling some- 
body’s‘lee. It may have becn the 
leg of his clients, or it may have 
been the sighitly one of some actor 
friend playing the role of Col. Jef- 
fery in the above-named piece. Un- 
questionably, the: Dickens who 
realized the gorgeous Vincent 
Crumles Company, including Miss 
Snevellicis “‘bespeak” and the in- 
fant phenomenon of Nickleby, 
knew a thing or two about comedy 
acting. 

Dickens, mode or no mode, was 
nothing but ridiculous when ad- 
vising his clients to see “Sweeney 
Todd” for themselves. For this is 
the true parent of modern crook 
plays, detective dramas anc murder 
trials, a very entertaining bit of 
blood and thunder. Diekens, mas- 
ter of the most consummate hokum 
fiction has ever known, could not 
be deceived by something to which 
he hhd been Inoculated since birth.

ICKENS might have been be-

To understand this better we 
must briefly review the history of 
Joan's canonization. It will be re- 
called that Joan’s case received two 
trials, one before her execution and 
one after. In the first trial the 
true facts of Joan's belief came out, 
and she was sent to the stake as 
an obstinate heretic. In the sec- 
ond trial these true facts were de- 
liberately suppressed and she was 
vindicated on the basis of their 
suppression. 

Joan's “Angelic Voices.” 

UT what was this heretical be- 
lief of Joan's which had to be 
suppressed before she could be 
entered in the fellowship of saints? 
For an answer we must turn to the 
first trial in which Joan declared 
that she habitually acted under the 
compulsion of “angelic voices” (her 
mystic personification of the 
promptings of inner conviction). 
She boldly added that if it came 
to a conflict between obedience to 
these “voices” an@ obedience to 
the laws of chureh or state, it was 
not the “voices” that she wouli 
relegate to second place. What was 
this but an assertion of the great 
Protestant principle of freedom of 
conscience, or the right of every 
individual ‘to interpret the will of 
God according to his own inmost 
light? At all events, Joan's ju iges, 
horrified by what they held to be 
a monstrous, heresy, made short 
shift of the heretic. 


Whitewashed at Second Trial. 
EMEMBERING that the sec- 
R ona trial of Joan, held 20 
years after her death, white- 
washed her by suppressing her 
magnificent assertion of the right 
of privaté judgment, we must turn 
to the canonization of Joan in the 
twentieth century for the event 
which points Shaw's moral and 
adorns his tale. For in 1920 the 
church made Joan a saint, not aft- 
er upsetting the verdict of the first 
trial, but after confirming the ver- 
dict of the second. Thus the great 
truth of Joan's own telling was 
once more hushed up, while the lie 
of her whitewashing was once 
more ratified. The saint was ac., 
knowledged through a denial of 
her sainthood. 
Hence the necessity for the epi- 
logue with its twentieth century 
clerical whose appearance gave the 
crities such a nasty shock.

They saw the Trobriands, known in the 
South Seas as the Isles of Peari, under the crysta! 
moonlight of the tropics. They moved among the 
junk-sails in a landlocked harbor of the rugged 
Celebes, and they visited Bali, the island of the 
goggling gods and of graceful, cold-skinned women. 

But mixed up with these enchanting hours were 
hurricanes, sheets of tropical rain, a perpetual fieh 
diet, wave-washed decks, seasickness, and the heavy 
strain ineident to living in a floating prison only 
16 feet wide. Minor divergencies magnified theri- 
selves a hundred diameters. In her first accourt 
of the trip. Mrs. Gowen stated that a giant crab 
which she brought into the pilothouse took a mar 
iner’s grip on the wheel and pulled out a mahogany 
spoke. Her husband was so angered by this bit of 
crustacean horseplay that he refused to speak to 
anybody on board for three days. 

In the Selomon Island, the honeymoon nearly 
ended in a cannibal ragout. Two policemen, who 
went ahead into the wilderness to make the way 
safe for the Gowen party, were promptly eaten bf 
the fuzzy-headed savages. Once, when the Spee 
jacks was disabled temporarily on a Solomon Island 
reef, the cannibals were terrified and driven back 
by an emphatic charge of dynamite. 


After the battered honeymoon yacht left Singa- 
pore, it traversed a hot and dreary stretch of 26¢0 
miles to the Seychelles Islands, where a supply ef 
gasoline had been shipped ahead from Capetown. 
Then came a gruelling trip of 1400 miles across 
the rough waters of the Red Sea. 


“They told us we were sure to find a calm pas- 
sage through the Red Sea, but that part of the trip 
turned out to be the worst of all,” Mrs. Gowen said 
later.

Then the bronco gets alongside the cow, the 
rider hurls himself off, seizes the steer. by the horns 
and in a few seconds of almost Homeric c6émbat the 
man floors the steer. 
“One cowboy, Jim Macey. accomplished the feat 
in 27 seconds, and in that short space of time there 
were many more thrills than in the Carpentier-Wells 
fight. But the time in which the throwing of the 
steer is accomplistred does: not seem to be a fair way 
in which to gauge the value of the performance. 
For instance, one cowboy had a veritable terror 
turned loose on him. He grappled with the steer 
within a few seconds, but the beast was strong and 
clever. Time and again the cow got the cowboy off 
his feet, but the man held on like grim death. Most 
of the 70,000 onlookers stood up to watch the fight 

“Like a whirling can G@t the end of a piece of 
string the cowboy went round and round, hanging 
to the horns of the steer. It looked odds on the 
beast winning, but at the end of a thrilling two min- 
utes’ fight the man was on his feet and the steer on 
his back. It was certainly better value than the 
27-second one, but as these’ cowboys know their 
business it is not for us to criticise. 

“There was a roar of appreciative laughter from 
the crowd when the loud-speaker announced that the 
next man to wrestle with a steer would be Nowater 
Slim. And let us put it on record that Slim is no 
slouch. He got his steer, taking the count in 34 1-5 
seconds, and he was easily the winner until Jim 
Macey came along with his 27-second stunt. 

“Then we had a turn at bronco busting, and it was 
some bust. Oh, boy, you should see those gol-darned 
horses buck! What they don’t know of vice and 
wickedness is not worth knowing. Some riders stuck 
on till they passed the-line. some came off pretty 
soon, and others took to their feet after a brief but 
hair-raising fight. We sat up and teok notice when 
we heard that the next performance was a. bronco 
named ‘Bootlegger.. He looked as if he had been 
imbibing wood alcohol very freely. and threw his 
rider in a few short yards. ‘Attaboy’ is another 
bronco of the ‘Bootlegger’ type, but we certainly ex- 
pected something better of the poetically named 
‘Sundown,’ but she, or he, chucked its cowboy witb- 
in a few yards of the corral! gate. 

“Riding steers gave us more thrills. One cowboy 
stuck on whilst his wild mount careened all around 
the arena, but in the end the animal charged madly 
into the corral fencing, and both came down in a 
cloud of dust. The cowboy lost not a fraction of a 
second in getting to his feet, and with the agility of 
a bullfighter sprang up the steel fencing which has 
been placed around the arena to protect the public 
and keep wild horses and steers within due bounds 

“This is a great show, we said to ourselves, and 
just then another steer charged into the fence, with- 
in a yard of our noses, and we wanted to scurry for 
a dugout, but a capable cowboy drove him off. 

“Thrill followed thrill. The relay race of the cow- 
girls was a wonderful and most exciting affair. Go- 
ing round the first bend in a rush, one of the girls

Across one end of the arena a dozen saddles 
were placed at intervals. Then a dozen horses that 
had never been handled were brought out. 

“The rules of the game were that one man was 
to hold the horse whilst the other saddled it and 
mounted, and the first over a line drawn across the 
center of the ground would be the winner. Gee 
whiz' What a mix-up it was! One could see noth- 
ing but whirlime horses and whirling men. Round 
and round and up and down they fought. Then out 
of the melee came a galloping horse, still unsaddled 
and glorying in his victory over the cowboys. An- 
other and another followed suit. Then one cam¢ 
with a cowboy on its back, but in a few yards the 
cowboy was on his back on the grass, together with 
the saddle, for the horse had shed both. Only one 
man managed to stick on until the line was crossed. 

“The rodeo is a great and wonderful show. the 
like of which London has never seen before.” 

And a “great and wonderful show’ it was. al! 
right, as that enthusiastic reporter put it: but. for 
all that, the tight little isle known as Merrie En 
gland simply wouldn't stand for it. and there's a 
reason 

“Cruel! prutal' vulgar: shocking’ inhumane!” 

Such were some of the epithets hurled at the per 
formers in Tex Austin’s half-million-dollar aggrega- 
tion of American beefsteak and biceps. And it was 
the inhumanity of it, as that feature appealed to 
sections of the British public, which in the end re- 
sulted—and here at last is what happened to Tex 
Austin’s rip-roaring rodeo—an official termination 
of the big show long before the two weeks’ engage 
ment could be fulfilled. The steer-roping and the 
pulldogging stunts were chiefly responsible for the 
quietus. Englishmen and other citizens of the far- 
flung empire who had seen bullfighting in Spain. or 
in other lands where Spaniards predominate, began 
to wonder why America, which puts the taboo on 
bullfighting, permits bulldogging and public feats in 
roping and throwing steers—just for the fun and 
the thrill of it, and the gate receipts. After wonder 
ing some, they got busy and took steps to stop the 
objectionable features of the rodeo. 

The same issue of The News of the World that car- 
ried the foregoing story carried also this, under the 
caption of “Cowboy Casualties’: 

“Casualties inseparable from a daring business 
like the rodeo continue to be recorded at the Stadi 
um, though happily none is serious. The list to date 
is as follows: Two cowboys, broken ankles; one 
cowgirl, broken collar bone; one cowboy, breken 
wrist: one cowboy, jaw damaged by kick: one eow- 
boy. broken collar bone.”

ditional report of incidents on the opening day: 

“In a steer-wrestling contest Lioyd Sallady had 
what. from the spectators’ point of view, looked like 
a narrow escape. The steer galloped the whole 
length of the arena and crashed into the wire gates 
at the far end without the cowboy being able te 
come within distance and leap on to its back. 
Swerving from the gates, the animal raced along the 
peat-covered track bordering the turf. Here Sallady 
jumped «um to its back. As he seized it by the horns

By 
25 it will not be a rare case if she is the mother of 
three or four children and a grandmother in the bar 
gain. She will be a grandmother in appearance and 
feeling: too. and at 30. as likely as not, she will be 
dead. This is the other side to the liberation of 
women in the provinces of Malabar and Travancore.”’ 

“Do not the boys of India also enter into these 
child marriages?” I asked Mrs. Seton. 

“Oh, yes,”” she answered. “But the boys have 
more of a chance because they do not enter into them 
so early. Boys are usually 14, 15 or 16 before the 
duties of matrimony are laid upon them. Father 
hood is not such a burden, and for that reason they 
can survive several wives and. because they live on 
so little, can support all the offepring of their suec- 
cessive marriages.” 

There is, according to Mrs. Seton. no problem 
in India concerning the nameless child. simply be- 
cause such children do not exist. A man will ciaim 
every child that is his. Boys are more desired than 
girls. Daughters do not count for anything. In 
families where there are only daughters the wife 
ean be cast off and another wife taken in her place 

This is true not only of the lower castes, but of 
the highest also. Even a Maharajah, with his cu! 
ture and his learning, feels perfectly justified in 
putting aside his wife when there are no male heirs 
The Maharajah may not throw her out with no way 
of providing for herself, but will keep the former 
wife in bis palace, where she has the exquisite agony 
of watching another woman in her place. 

“But we must al! beware of the rising tide of 
feminism in India and in all the East.” continued 
Mrs. Seton after a little pause. “In China it ix a 
definitely organized movement. When the republic 
was formed there was no sex differentiation in the 
enfranchisement—both were made equal. The edu- 
cated women at once began freeing themselves. 

“Of course, in China they had always had a sort 
of subterranean influence. Ancestor worship made 
the mother of sons the most important individual in 
the home. But outside of the home she had not 
counted. Today, however, the Chimese woman may 
be a doctor, a teacher, a leader in the feminist 
movement. Here as everywhere, birth control is 
playing its great, important part. 

“India took longer because of the superstition 
and the awful poverty ofthe masses, combined with 
the caste system.

NE morning Vincent Calzacco, caretaker 
of the Children’s Court in New York 
City, was missing from his accustomed 
duties. As no one had that morning 
seen him enter the building or any of 
its rooms, inquiry was first made for 
bim at his home, where he lived with 
his wife and seven children. As a policeman ar- 
rived at-the home the wife was about to go to the 
Children’s Court, her husband not having been home 
during the night. Search of places where he might 
possibly be revealed no trace of him and a general 
alarm was sent out. 

Subsequently the Children’s Court building was 
searched. Off the main corridor, and not far from 
the street door, was a small room used by the care- 
taker for storage purposes. Here he kept his mops, 
brooms and pails, and here he had a couple of chairs, 
a small table and a cot he had fashioned himself. 
The day watchman on duty during the same hours as 
Calzacco, questioned by the searchers as to when 
he had last seen the caretaker, said that he must 
have left the building promptly when his time was 
up for the day, as when the watchman made his last 
rounds before being relieved by the night watch- 
man he had found the storeroom door locked. The 
search was continued more or less perfunctorily, as 
it was thought that Calzace> would appear some 
time during the day. 

But Calzacco did not appear. and in the late aft- 
ernoon a police officer decided to enter the store- 
room. Although not known to drink to excess, it 
was possible the man had succumbed to “bootleg” de- 
coctions, had gone to the storeroom to recover and 
had continued in a stupefied condition through the 
day. Taking along a master key, the officer essayed 
to unlock the door. 

He discovered that it was unlocked. 

Stepping into the dimly lighted roqm, the officer 
saw on the floor the body of a man. It was that

In a few minutes the Chief of 
the Homicide Squad of the Detective Division was 
on the scene of a crime that for a time promised 
not to yield the faintest clew as to how the caretaker 
met death. There were no indications that a strug- 
gle had taken place in the room. Every article he 
was accustomed to use was in place. Had a struggle 
occurred these articles must surely have been dis- 
lodged. 

So tidy was the room that but for the pool of 
blood at the caretaker’s side and the thin stream 
along the floor the man might well be thought 
sleeping. 

Yet when the detectives turned the body on its 
back the handle of a large knife was seen, the blade 
buried to-the hilt in the dead man’s side. 

Was it murder or suicide? 

A man on suicide bent could, it was seen, have 
plunged the knife into his side at the point where 
the weapon lay imbedded in the body of Calzacco.

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HE biggest social event to be 
scheduled in our family of plan-

Aug. 23. Mars is coming around 
our way. He does not pass near 
Mother Earth very often—only 


about once 
in two and a quarter 
years, to be exact. This 
year he will come closer 
than he has during the 
past 200 years, ap- 
proaching to within 
some 34,600,000 miles. 


Not having had such 
a good chance to give 
her ruddy neighbor a 
good looking over since 
telescopes became abun- 
dant, Mother Earth is 
going to subject Mars to 
a@ severe scrutiny, some-

physical examination 
and intelligence test. He 
will be measured and 
weighed, accurate stud- 
fes will be made of his 
complexion, and he will 
he tested to see how 
Bright he really is. 

Many of these tests will be for the purpose of 
secing whether or not there is a possibility that Mars 
js inhabited. 

Mars is the next planet beyond the earth, count- 
ing outward from the sun, and the nearest to us 
except Venus, the next planet on the sun side. But 
his distance from us is a very variable thing. Some- 
times he is 160,000,000 miles or so away, while at 
his near approaches he ranges from about 40,000,- 
000 to 60,000,000 miles. The present prospective 
@pproach to less than 35,000,000 miles has been 
unequaled in two centuries, and will not be equaled 
during the lifetime of any man now living. 

The reason for this variability of distance is that 
Mars is much farther from the sun, and so it takes 
him longer to go around once than it does the earth. 
His year is equal to about 687 of our days, or nearly 
one year and eleven months. For that reason he 
never stays at the same relative position with re- 
spect to us. We are always overtaking him, and 
when we do catch up every two years or so he is 
nearer to us than at other times. 

The distance of these near approaches varies be- 
cause neither the orbit of Mars nor that of the 
earth is exactly circular. They are ellipses. Some- 
times the earth is 2,000,000 miles farther from the 
sun than at other times, and if it happens that the 
earth catches up to Mars somewhere near that time 
and at the same time Mars is close to his nearest ap- 
proach to the sun, it follows that the earth and Mars 
come nearer together than at any other time. That 
is just what will happen in August. 


Although Mars has been the target of telescopes 
since they were first turned toward the heavens. 
much more needs to be known about the physical 
conditions existing on that planet. Its size, density, 
position and motion with respect to the sun. the 
length of its seasons and days have long been known 
with satisfactory accuracy. -The questions now in- 
teresting. many astronomers are two which have 
been hotly disputed for many vears: 

“Is there life on Mars?’’ 

“Is the planet inhabited by intelligent beings?”’ 

It was in 1877 that the Italian astronomer, Schia- 
parelli, found narrow streaks on the surface of Mars. 
He called them “canale,” which should have been 
translated into English as “channels,” so called be- 
cause Schiaparelli believed they connected great 
dark areas then thought to be oceans. Unfortunate- 
ly, the word was actually translated as “canals.” a 
term that suggests artificial construction. 

Hypothetical inhabitants were created to perform 
these great feats of engineering skill, and the popu- 
lar imagination was spurred by such thrilling fiction 
as Wells’ “War of the Worlds.” 

Before the canals and their possible constructors 
are considered, let us see what sort of place our 
next-door planet appears to be. 

The atmosphere of Mars is much rarer than that 
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Above is shown in diagram 
the two planets co 


of the eartb, only one- 
twelfth the density of 
the air that we breathe. 


Astronomers differ as to whether there is water 


and oxygen on Mars. Many have concluded 
that there are ample supplies of both on Mars, but 
spectroscopic tests made at Lick Observatory seem 
to prove that there is very little of either water 
vapor or oxygen on the planet. 

Water would boil on Mars at about 110 degrees 
Fahrenheit, as compared with 212 degrees here on 
earth. Gravity at the surface is about 35 per cent 
what it is here and a’man weighing 150 pounds on 
earth would weigh about 562 pounds on Mars. 

The diameter of Mars is a little more than half 
that of our own planet, and its entire surface area 
is about equal to the land surface of the earth. From 
the earth at any one time half of this surface is 
exposed to view. 

If a small telescope, say one of eight-inch aper- 
ture and 400 diameters magnification, is directed at 
the ruddy planet, some idea can be obtained as to 
why there has been so much @iscussion about the 
Martian landscape. _ 

The most striking of the surface features of Mars 
are the white polar caps, which vary in size with 
the seasons of the planet. As the Martian winter 
udvances the caps increase in size, and when summer 
comes they seem to meit away. These great white 
masses may be composed either of snow, such as we 
have on our earth, or of carbonic acid gas in the 
frozen state. 

Those who hold for the snow-cap theory also be- 
lieve that the progressive darkening of the surface 
from the poles toward the equator during the melt- 
ing of the caps is due to the growth of vegetation fed 
by the unlocked water. If this is so, the order of 
seasonal growth of vegetation on Mars is just op- 
posite to that on earth, where the green of vegetable 
growth follows the advance of the sun from the 
equator toward the pole, appearing first in low lati- 
tudes of the Temperate Zone. 


Thé so-called canals of Mars have given rise to the 
most spirited of the controversies resulting from a 
study of this planet. Prof. Percival Lowell in 1894 
built an observatory at Flagstaff, Ariz., for the ex- 
press purpose of studying the planet and its canals. 
and since that time many careful visual and photo- 
graphic observations have been made there. 


Out of the intense interest in the surface mark- 
ings of Mars there has also grown an organization 
known as The Associated Observers of Mars, which 
keeps the planet under constant surveillance. At 
the time of the close approach of the planet in 1920 
there were reported 86 canals which had been ob- 
served and located independently by two or more 
widely separated observatories. Prof. W. H. Picker- 
ing, at Jamaica, one of the most assiduous observ- 
ers of Mars, insists that the coarser canals, about

will record the heat energy emitted 
from the surface of the planet. The 
temperature of the surface, of course, 
has an important bearing on the ability 
of the planet to support life. 


To the ordinary observer without a 
telescope, Mars is now almost the most 
prominent object in the evening sky. 
By the end of July it will surpass Ju- 
piter in brightness and attain pre-emi- 
nence. It will then rise early in the 
evening in the southeast, and this fact 
and its bright red color will make iden- 
tification easy.

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“New” Women of Ancient India 
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ficulty of any Occidental’s ever under- 
standing it. In China I had little of this 
feeling of never being able to really 
comprehend the mass mind. In India it 
is always with you. 

“But the second and greatest thing in 
India, for both men and women of the 
race, is Gandhi. This man is breaking 
down the caste system. There have 
been five castes. The highest are the 
wise men, the Brahmins. They are high- 
er even than the native rulers, two 
eastes higher than the soldiers and 
three higher than the merchants. But 
for thousands of years there has exist- 
ed in India the great caste of ‘untouch- 
ables." These were the masses for whom 
there was, until recently, no hope. One 
may not marry from one caste to an- 
other. 

“The ‘untouchables’ went on being 
born, living and dying in poverty and 
squalor that is absolutely unbelievable 
until one has witnessed it. So lowly 
were they that in certain parts of the 
nation, should they so much as throw 
their shadow on a Brahmin they could 
be killed for it. Im this caste the awful 
position of the women, not a grade re- 
moved above the lowliest animals, aad 
the superstitions of their religions, ex- 
isted in the worst forms. 

“The people of India want freedom 
from English rule. Gandhi told them 
they had no right to ask for freedom 
from any rule so long as they them- 
selves kept the mass of their people in 
the most abject slavery. So strong and 
so worshiped is this frail little man that 
this statement of his was enough to be- 
gin freeing the ‘untouchables.’ 

“Today I know of one province that 
has two ‘untouchables’ in its ruling 
body. This is due to Gandhi's influence, 
and it means a more revolutionary 
change for India than a negro President 
in Washington would mean for the Unit- 
ed States. 

“Gandbi also has worked for the 
women. The Brahmin women, under 
his instruction, went and taught weav- 
ing, sanitation and the easiest medical 


sciemce to the women of the lowliest 
caste. There are children in India with 
fly-blown faces because their mothers 
have been afraid to wash off the dirt. 
That is going. Their resignation to the 
fates is going. They are beginning to 
eomprehend that the individual has 
some individual power and the right to 
hope. 

“But principally Gandhi has founded 
a society of women who agree not to 
marry before they are 15 or 16 years 
old. This is an extreme age in the East. 
But the three or four added years of 
freedom are giving the women of India 
a chance to grow up, to comprehend a 
little what marriage means, to become 
mothers with a certain degree of will- 
ingness and wisdom, and to be able to 
give strong bodies to the children. 

“Thus all over India the women, more 
than the men, are stirring. All over 
India the women, more than the men, 
are waiting the word from.Gandhi. He 
holds the toreh which can set India 


aflame against Engtand. Gandhi doés 
not want revolution, believing that free- 
dom can come in some other way. The 
women among the cultured classes be- 
lieve that also. Daily they are getting 
closer together and more powerful. 

“Who knows? They may become 86 
strong that all India will revert to the 
matriarchy and in one vast, rich eoun- 
try. only half-developed financially for 
its power, women will rule absolutely, 
men will have to remain faithful op losé 
their support, the sons will take their 
mothers” names, and men become the 
downtrodden sex. I do not think this 
state ideal. Equality between the sexes, 
neither the man nor the womah su: 
preme, is the ideal. 

“Yet, no matter what the final result 
may be, all the West should comprehend 
and beware this genuinely rising tide of 
feminism in India. It is there. 9% is 
a power worth watching.”

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“Most American Thing” 50 Years Old 
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Point—which was not in "74 but in "75 
—I found a prominent Sunday school 
talker from my own State, gripsack in 
hand, leaving the grounds. 

“He explained: “This is no place for 
me. They have a cut-and-dried pro- 
gram, and a fellow can’t get a word in 
anywhere. I'm going home. Give me 
the convention when a man can speak 
if he wants to.’”’ 

Upon the programs of “The Assem- 
bly” held here under the sanction of 
the Sunday School Board of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church appeared men 
eminent in all the churches, and this 
interdenominational character has been 
preserved ever since. It has not, how- 
ever, prevented a good-natured rail- 
lery on the Chautauqua platform be- 
tween speakers of different denomina- 
tions. 

“If anyone had a joke at the expense 
of the Baptists or the Methodists or the 
Presbyterians,” says Dr. Hurlbut, “he 
never hesitated to tell it before 5000 
people, even with the immediate pros- 


-pect of being demolished by a retort 


from the other side.” 

In the early years of Chautauqua the 
auditorium was an open, level space in 
a grove, with a small platform and desk 
sheltered from the sun. Perhaps 2000 
people could gather there, sitting on 
backless seats and shaded by the noble 
trees. A sudden shower would shoot 
up a thousand umbrellas. 

One speaker said, after a lecture. 
that he had looked down at his manu- 
script, then looked up again after a few 
moments and found that an acre of 
toadstools had sprouted in that brief 
space. Today the mother Chautauqua 
is equipped with many buildings, some 
of them large and beautiful, including 
a new, roofed auditorium which seats 
6000 persons in comfort, rain or shine. 

How the world does move is illus- 
trated by an anecdote from the assem- 
bly of 1876, year of the Centennia! Ex- 
position at Philadelphia, where there 
was neither a trolley car nor an electric 
light. But the scientists were experi- 
menting ith electricity, and one of 
them gave Xk lecture and demonstration 
at Chautauqua. 

“I will now show you that remark- 
able phenomenon—the electric light,” 
he said. “Be careful not to gaze at it 
too steadily, for it is apt to dazzle the 
beholder and may injure the eyesight.” 

Then as an arclight of a crude sort 
flashed and sputtered and fell and rose 
again, only to sputter and fall, the lec- 
turer said: 

“Of course, the electric light is only 
an interesting experiment, a sor* of toy 
to amuse’spectators. Every effort to 
utilize it has failed and always will fail. 
The electric light in all probability will 
never be of any practical value.” 

Yet at that very time Thomas A. Ed- 
ison was perfecting his incandescent 
light at Menlo Park, N. J., and only 
three years later Chautauqua was il- 
luminated throughout with electricity 
Remarks Dr. Hurlbut: 

“When the scientist turns prophet he 
becomes as fallible as the preacher who 
assumes to prescribe limitations to sci- 
entific discovery. We live in an age 
of harmony and matual helpfulness be- 
tween science and religion; and Chau- 
tauqua has wrought mightily- in bring- 
ing to pass the new day.” | 

It may be mentioned here that, some 
years later, Edison married Miss Mina 
Miller, daughter of the founder, 
Lewis Miller. Representatives of the 
Miller family are always members of 
the Board of Trustees for Chautauqua. 
It might also be mentioned at this point 
that there never have been either stock- 
holders or dividends at Chautauqua; if 
profits remain at the end of a season, 
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the money is put into improvements @& 
into a bigger program for next yeas, 

Friends of Chautauqua claim thag af 
their assembly of 1874 were laid the be- 
ginnings of the Women’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union. A number of women 

_held meetings at Chautauqua and took 
counsel together about the best measg- 
ures to promote temperance reform. 
They united in a call for_a conventiog 
to be held in Cleveland, O., on NoG 
17, at which 16 states were pagar 
and at which the W. C. T. U. was f 
mally organized. 

The year 1878 marks a golden mile 
stone in the history of Chautauqua. fof 
then was launched the Chautauqua Lit- 
erary and Scientific Circle. Born large 
ly of Dr. Vincent’s ungratified desire 
for a higher education when young, it 
was designed for those who had missed 
the opportunity of geing to college — for 
the workers everywhere who wanted 
knowledge. The idea came to him ofa 
course of reading which might be made 
a course of study, to include the prin- 
cipal subjects of a college curriculum, 
all in the English language, omitting 
only the mathematical and technical de 
partments of science. It was to be 
course which “‘would give to its ca’: 
reader, not the mental discipline of four’ 
years in college, but something of the 
college outlook upon life and letters.” 
It was not planned nor intended for spe- 
cialists, but for general readers. The 
plan contemplated a general round of 
knowledge—history, literature, natural 
science, social science, art and religion. 
“And this. broad conception was one 
great secret of its success.”’ 

Dr. Hurlbut was one of those who 
shook their heads doubtfully when Dr. 
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Vinceat outlined his plan. It meant 
ap attempt to enter the field of s-eular 
education. Why try to rival the high 
schools and arouse the criticism of the 
colleges? .How could science be studied 
by untrained people without laboratories 
or apparatus or teachers? What would 
the present friends of Chautauqua, 
training place for Sunday school work- 
ers, feel about the innovation? And 
wouldn't the pledges to study be for- 
gotten, and the home study classes soon 
dwindle away to nothing? 

“How many do you think can be de- 
pended on to carry on such a course as 
is proposed?” asked Dr. Vincent. 

“Oh, perhaps a hundred,” replied Dr. 
Huribut. “People who want to read 
will find books, and those who don’t 
eare for reading will soon tire of serious 
study.” 

Dr. Vincent sprang up from his chair 
and walked nervously across the room. 
Then he said, earnestly: 

“I tell you, Mr. Huribut, the time 
will come when you will see thousands 
of readers in the C. L. 8. C.” 

“ Dr. Hurlbut smiled, the smile of kind- 

ly unbelief. The dream was noble, to be 
sure. but utterly impracticable. Yet only 
a few years after this conversation the 
enrolled members of the C. L. S. C. 
counted. 60,000 readers pursuing the 
course at one time, with probably as 
many more readers unregistered. 

As a matter of record, in the class 
of 1882 (which was organized in 1878) 
some 8400 names were enrolled, many 
of the applications coming by mail. Only 
1850 of them were graduated, or “recog- 
nized.” in Chautauquan phrase, four 
rears later. although some of the delin- 
quents afterwards tried again and fin- 
ished with later classes. 

In the years since literally multitudes 
have taken the regular course and in ad- 
dition many have taken the 100 or so 
special courses arranged by Chautauqua. 
with special seal to be attached to the 
graduation diploma on completion of 
each course. 

From the start there have been many 
college boys and ‘girls among Chautau- 
qua workers everywhere. Sometimes 
the advance agents on the ctreuits are 
ecllege men, and usually the tent crews, 
The Chautauqua season comes during 
the summer vacation of the collegians. 
most of whom are glad to earn some- 
thine for the next term's expenses. And 
college people have been connected with 
most of the permanent. Chautanquas 
established in various parts of the coun- 
trv. 

A story from the original Chautauqua 
shows the movement to be educational 
in more ways than one. Mrs. Ida B. 
Cole, executive secretary of the C. L. 8S. 
C.. quotes a woman as follows: 

“Chautauqua cured me of being a 
snob, for I found that my waitress was 
a senior in college, the chambermaid 
bad specialized in Greek, the porter 
taught languages in a high school and 
the bellboy. to whom I had been giving 
rickel tips was the son of a wealthy 
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family in my own State who wanted @ 
job te prove his prowess.” 

In 1890 a young man appeared on 
the platform at Chautauqua who was 
destined to stand forth in a few years 
as one of the foremost of Americans. 
This was Theodore Roosevelt, whose 
lectures at Chautauqua later were ¢x- 
panded into the volume on “The Win- 
ning of the West.” He was the guest 
of Chautauqua for the third time in 
1899, when Governor of New York. © 

And Roosevelt went there again in 
1902, when President, and delivered an 
address which was the first public an- 
nouncement of his policies. It will be 
remembered that he had promised to 
maintain Mr. McKintey’s policies dur- 
ing the period for which the latter had 
been elected. But. now, haying himself 
been elected President, Roosevelt felt 
free to follow his own ideas. ' 

Other Presidents who visited Chau- 
tauqua included Grant, Hayes, Garfield, 
McKinley and Taft. Usually they went 
as spectators and with the understand- 
ing that they would not be expected to 
speak. Grant, true to his rule while 
General and President, made no speech 
in public, not even when presented with 
a handsome Bible. in behalf of the as- 
sembly. Not to be outdone, the repre- 
sentative of a different publisher gave 
the President another Bible. fully as 
handsome. 

“One ean scarcely have too many 
Bibles,” comments Dr. Huribut, “and 
the General may have found use for 
them. He received them with a nod, 
but never a word. Yet those who met 
him at dinners and in social life said 
that in private he was a delightful talk- 
er and by no means reticent.” 

Presidents of the United States were 
not, of course, the only eminent people 
who visited Chautauqua. Indeed, in 
looking over the roster of distinguished 
churchmen, college presidents and other 
educators, authors, editors, leaders in 
social reform, political leaders and dis- 
tinguished foreigners who have been 
there, and usually on the program, in the 
last 50 years, one wonders what names 
could have been added to the list to 
make it more resplendent. 

A dozen years. ago there was a con- 
siderable sensation when William J. 
Bryan, then Secretary of State, appeared 
regularly as a lecturer on a Chautauqua 
circuit. He had been a lecturer before 
his appointment as Secretary of State, 
and is still at it today. But in 1913 he 
hecame a subject for severe criticism, 
especially in the metropolitan press, 
but in other journals as well. 

One editor even alluded to it as the 
“Bryan scandal,”” and another spoke 
bitterly of Bryan’s “persistence in the 
sideshow business."”" The Outlook, of 
which Lyman Abbott was editor-in- 
chief and Theodore Roosevelt contribut- 
ing editor. said editorially, on Sept. 27, 
1913: 

“The fact that the American Secre- 
tary of State is advertised to appear on 
the same posters and in the same bul- 
letins with the Tyrolean Alpine Yodlers 
and with Sears, the Taffy Man. has not 
only given occasion to political oppo- 


nents of the party which Mr. Bryat rep) 
resents to point a political moral to 
the advantage of their own cause, but 
has given serious offense in quarters 
most friendly to the present administra- 
tion. It has even become a subject for 
foreign comment. * * * 

. “Certainly no one can have any idea 
of what a Chautauqua circuit is who 
regards it merely as a form of sideshow 
business. It is deplorable that Mr. 
Brran’s participation in the program of 
a Chautauqua circuit has brought dis- 
credit upon the office of the Secretary 
of State: but we think it is almost 
equally deplorable that it should seem 
to have brought discredit upon the 
Chautauqua circuit itself.” 

And after pointing out the contrast 
between the opportunities of the large 
town or city. and of the small town 
or country, for wholesome recreation 
and the intellectual stimulus that can 
be gained from contact with minds of 
th=- world outside. the Outlook delir- 
ered’ @ verdict upon the “discredit” of 
the affair as follows: 

“The reason for this lies in the em- 
phasis which Mr. Bryan himself has 
placed upon his part in this matter. It 
should not be forgotten that the expla- 
nation which Mr. Bryan himself gave 
was based on what he declared to be his 
financial needs. According to his own 
statement, printed by his authority in 
his own publication, The Commoner, he 
is lecturing on the Chautauqua circuit 
for the money that he gets. Naturally, 
such an explanation on the part of the 
Secretary of State would lead the unin- 
formed to conclude that the whole thing 
is a commercial! enterprisé, like a vaude- 
ville show or a circus. Of course, Mr. 
Bryan did not intend to give any such 
impression: but the impression that he 
did give was inevitable. 

“The American people, we think, have 
just grounds for objecting to the ap- 
pearance of the Secretary of State upon 
the Chautauqua circuit; but it is not be- 
cause it is the Chautauqua cireuit, or be- 
cause his lectures happen to be deliv- 
ered ‘under canvas.” 


“The just grounds for objection are 
twofold: First, that Mr. Bryan has put 
a high profession—the profession of 
teacher. of college-extension lecturer 
—on a purely commercial basis; and, 
second, that after accepting a public 
office and the income from ft. he de- 
elares the income to be inadequate 
and, with no other apology. absents 
himself from his post and allows him- 
self to be distracted from its duties.” 

The later Chautauquas of permanent 
type and the chain Chautauquas hare 
been independent of the original Chau- 
tauqua, which never took a copyright 
upon the name nor a patent for the 
idea. Unofficially it assisted many of 
them, and men trained at Lake Chau- 
tauqua have been moving spirits among 
many of the “daughter” Chautauquas. 
The Chautauqua circuit as a whole is 
today owned by less than 25 com- 
panies. There is an organization, for 
mutual interest, of the lyceum bureaus 
and the “talent” who go forth each year 
upon Chautauqua’s far-flung circuits.
